W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 29— In the house 
this morning McMillan opened the de­ 
bate by a strong plea for the income 
tax feature of the tariff bil . 
He 
urged that its adoption would be a 
public 
benefaction. 
B is 
speech 
was in accord w ith the programme for 
the week which is that there w ill 
now be a cessation for a brief perioTl 
of tariff talk in the house, and the 
members w ill address themselves for 
three days to the mysteries and per­ 
plex ities of the income tax question. 
The. McMillen bill upon this subject 
will l»c submitted as an am endm ent to 
the Wilson customs bill, so as to unite 
in one measure all the schemes for 
raising revenue aside from the sales 
of bonds. 
The general debate on this 
proposition will occupy to day and 
to-morrow. 
Wednesday the bill will 
be considered under the ti vc- minute 
rule for amendments. 
After the duty shall have been taken 
in committee of the whole Wednesday 
afternoon, on making the whisky and 
income tax schemes a part of the Wil­ 
son bill, the la tter will be. ready to be 
reported on Thursday to the house for 
ratification. 
Before the final vote is 
taken, however, Messrs. Reed, Wilson, 
and Crisp will address the house on 
the general 
subject of 
tariff and 
revenue, their text being the perfected 
bill. 
It is likely th a t a vote will not 
be reached until quite late Thursday 
and possibly not before I'riday. 
When the committee of the whole 
bouse arose a t the expiration of the 
session Saturday afternoon, but one 
am endm ent proposed by the committee 
on ways and means remained unacted 
on. 
ll proposed to increase the duty 
on barley and barley m alt from 20 and 
3 0 per cent ad valorem respectively, to 
3 0 and 3.p> percent. It failed of adoption 
because of lack of time and Chairman 
Richardson said he should hold th a t it

R a c in e , Jan. 2 7 — A minister of the 
gospel occupies a cell in the Racine 
ccunty jail for the first time since that 
structure was built. 
He is Rev. B. P. 
Hepp, of

church, located at Waterford in this 
county. He is the reverend gentleman 
at whose home Effie Brownell,a plump 
and pretty 
servant girl, seventeen 
years of age, died in confinement,and 
on account of which he has come into 
unpleasant notoriety. 
Mr. Hepp is twenty-seven years of 
age; a blonde w ith smooth face and 
light flowing 
hair of considerable 
length. 
There is nothing about his 
appearance to indicate that he could 
be guilty of such a crime as he is 
charged with. 
Waterford people in general believe 
he is guilty but he insists he can prove 
his innocence. 
There has been talk 
of his mental unsoundness but to 
reporter he said that he did not be 
lieve that he was becoming insane on 
the subject of religion, but he admit­ 
ted that he was subject to epileptic 
fits. 
There was considerable talk 
about an errrtio funeral sermon that 
he preached not long ago.

Franz Josef St.epig, the rioter 
who was shot during the battle a t the 
Beading mines Saturday,is dead. 
Upon the request of a numerously 
signed petition from Bridgeville a spe­ 
cial detachm ent of deputies has been 
sent to guard th at town 
The citizens 
fear an assault 'This is the town which 
mustered up a squad of twenty volun­ 
teer deputies while the Schults coal 
tipple was in flames, and ran down the 
mob of rioters, capturing a number of 
them, who are now in the county jail. 
Through scouts who were sent out it 
was learned th a t the dispersed rioters 
had re assembled a t their rendezvous 
in Heidelberg arid bud pledged them ­ 
selves to revenge on the citizens of 
Bridgeville.

Sheriff Receiving a Salary of $2,500 
and $9000 a Year for Boarding Pris­ 
oners. 


Madison, Jan,, 23—Dane county 
has had more more 
trouble about 
tramps than Rock county ever did. 
The county has been a haven for 
vagrants and all of Judge Donovan’s 
severity did not repress them. 
A new 
scheme is now to bs tried. The county 
board has decided to abolish the fee 
system in the sheriff’s office and m ake 
the salary $2,500 for the entire e x ­ 
pense of the office to the county, e x ­ 
clusive of board of prisoners, for which 
a contract has been made w ith the 
present sheriff at 93,000 per year. 
The salary system does not take effect 
until January I, 1395, after the next 
election. 
The system is substantially 
the same as Rock county is trying.

Manager McLeod, of the Wisconsin 
Telephone, says th at the expiration of 
one of the patents on January BO will 
only perm it the use of the apparatus 
th at the Wisconsin company started in 
with fifteen years ago. 
“ The first patent which concerns 
us, issued to Mr. Bell on the 7th of 
March, 1876, and which expired in 
1893," he said, “ was the fundam ental 
patent ‘for the discovery of the a rt of 
transm itting articulate Bounds by the 
employment of a vibratory or undula­ 
tory current, in contradistinction to a 
merely interm ittent or pulsatory cur­ 
rent, etc. 
The apparatus by which 
this discovery was made available for 
commercial use was the hand, or m a­ 
ges telephone, issued on in the fol­ 
lowing January, and which will come 
nto common use by lim itation Jan u ­ 
ary 30 next. 
You will remember th at 
In the early days of our business the 
hand telephone was used for the pur­ 
pose of both transm itting and receiv­ 
ing, but the needs for inter-town com­ 
munication proved it unequal to w hat 
it was then considered long dis­

The second 
showed 12 for murder. 
But one bal­ 
lot wae taken in fixing the crime upon 
Ashton. 
The jury voted five or six 
times for foreman, W. H. Tripp being 
elected, and spent the rest of their 
time writing resolutions of thanks to 
the court and the court officials. 


Four Jurors W ere In Tear*;. 
• ‘Gentlemen, have you decidod up­ 
on a verdict?1' asked Judge Bennett, 
as the twelve jurymen, w ith W. H. 
Tripp in the lead marched into the 
box Saturday afternoon. 
‘‘We have,” said Mr. Tripp, extend­ 
ing the paper. 
Judge Bennett opened it and the 
moving its folds sounded tenfold more 
loud than the rattling of any other 
paper during the trial, for the court 
rcom was a s silent as the grave. 
“ C ircuit, court 
Bock County, the 
state of Wisconsin, against Matthew 
R. Ashton defendent,” read the judge 
in measured tones. 
“ We, the jury, 
empanelled to try the action in which 
the state of Wisconsin is plaintiff and 
Matthew R. Ashton defendant, fiid

painful five seconds fol­ 
lowed a s h 1: judge cauld not make 
out the next word, and then continued 
“ find the defendant guilty of murder 
in the first degree.” 
Attorney Hyzer started as if he had 
been struck, but Ashton did not move 
a muscle; no change came over his 
features; he looked the same as he 
had for three weeks past. 
When Mr. Hyzer moved for a new 
trial it was in a husky and subdued 
voice. 
Three or four jurors were in 
tears as the verdict was read hut 
when they were polled each answered 
in a firm voice that such was his ver­ 
dict. 
D efendant A shton Unmoved. ' 
Then all eyes turned to Ashton. 
He sat in the same place at the end of 
the long marble topped steam radi­ 
ator. 
Tears coursed down the cheeks 
of the defendant's wife and daughter 
and his young son, who was too small 
to realize what it all meant, gazed at 
them with open eyed wonder. 
Ash­ 
ton sat unmoved in his chair. 
The 
same nervous motion of the lips that 
has characterised him throughout the 
whole, trial was the only sign he 
made. 
“ The audience 
may depart” said 
the judge as he ordered Ashton into 
custody of the officers. 
They didn’t go 
A curious throng pressed forward 
to get a look at the prisoner. 
Deputy 
Sheriff Nelson waved his hand toward 
the door in an authoritative way and 
reluctantly those in front turned and 
the whoU crowd pushed out, although 
their actions showed that they left 
against 
their 
will. 
When 
the 
crowd 
had 
gone half a dozen of 
Ashton's old 'friends passed forward 
to shake his hand, and a faint smile 
came to his face. 
It was the same 
smile that came once or twice while 
Mr. Stone's quaint 
deposition was 
being read, but it was a pitiful one 
this time. 
Fam ily Returned Hom e. 
Mrs. Ashton and her children did 


not go to the depot with the husband 
And father. 
When Sheriff Bear said 
Come on, M att,” and the defendant 
rose to go, Mrs. Ashton climbed up 
and kissed her husband, who towered 
a foot and a half over her in height. 
The caress was not returned, and the 
mother and children departed in one 
direction while the defendant went in 
the other. The family drove to their 
town of Fulton home, while Ashton 
and the sheriff left for the Hotel 
Myers to wait until 8:40, when they 
took the “ accommodation” to Jeffer­ 
son, the Janesville jail being under 
quarantine restriction. 
“ I fs p r e tty hard,” said Ashton, 
on an innocent man. 
I have a farm 
of 265 acres in Canada; as good a farm 
as there is in Rock county; 
it is all 
stocked and clear of debt—and—I 
wish to God I’d never left it!” 
When they got to Jefferson and 
entered the model new jail with its 
clean new furniture and bright elec­ 
tric light, Ashtons remarked that it 
was a nice comfortable place. 
W ants to Come B ack Soon. 
“ When are you coming after me 
again?” he asked the sheriff. 
“ The first of the week.” 
“ All right” came the reply, “ I can­ 
not stay here very many days for the 
boys cannot run that big farm all 
alone.” 
No handcuffs decorated the prison­ 
er’s hands when they left. 
Mr. Hyzer 
had asked the sheriff not to manacle 
Ashton so the sheriff took Deputy 
Nelson with him instead of irons. 
Attorneys for the defense and the 
state began at once to prepare for 
Tuesday’s proceedings. -Few men are 
called upon to carry the load of re­ 
sponsibility that has rested upon Dis­ 
trict Attorney Wheeler since the Ash­ 
ton case began. 
He massed his facts 
and 
arranged 
his evidence with 
a 
skill. 
He 
and 
Attorney 
B. F. Dunwiddie, who walked with 
him throughout the trial had to 
cope 
with the most sagacious of opposition. 
Hon. John Winans conducted the ex­ 
amination of most of the non-medical 
witness for the defense, while E. M. 
Hy zer gave especial attention to the 
“ experts.” 
Mr. Hyzer’s preparation 
for this feature of the case included 
several months of the most thorough 
study, the result being shown in the 
searching cross examinations given to 
witnesses for the state.

ON TEACHING MUSIC. 
dish. The “beef is very good cold, and 
the soap is excellent.

A teacher of the pianoforte, writing 
in The Etude, says: 
In earlier teaching days I had some 
difficulty iii teaching from a treble staff— 
i. e.f 
hands in treble”—until I 
adopted th*) plan of using four hand 
music almost from the beginning of the 
course, for then the pupils see the neces­ 
sity of reading the left hand part the 
same as th»t for the right. Then when 
a lesson came for solo treble work I 
simply said, “Read and play same as in 
(primo) duet.” At once they catch the 
idea, and there is no more trouble. 
In teaching young pupils the full 
staccato touch I use a simple but useful 
method. I tell the pupil to imagine the 
keyboard to be a hot stove and to touch 
the keys withou* burning the fingers. 
The spirit of the game is entered into 
with gusto, and at once a good, crisp, 
staccato touch is produced. Indeed you 
can accomplish many desired results by 
working upon a pupil’s imaginative pow­ 
ers. They become interested, and the 
lesson hour is made pleasant for both 
teacher and pupil. 
Do not fail to praise a pupil for a good 
lesson or when an unusually difficult 
passage has been conquered. It will 
spur them to renewed efforts and will 
strengthen the tie of sympathy between 
teacher and pupil. 
If there is anything 
about the performance of the lesson that 
can be commended, do it. Pupils need 
encouragement quite as much as crit­ 
icism. In fact, they should always go 
together. If one has worked hard and 
faithfully upon a lesson, even though a 
part of it may have been practiced 
wrong, there should at least be com­ 
mendation for the work done at the 
same time that the error is pointed out, 
and enough repetition of that part to in­ 
sure a correct rendering afterward. En­ 
thusiasm on the part of the teacher and 
music suited to the needs and taste of 
the pupil are the two things most essen­ 
tial to interest and hold pupils. 


Good M ilk Toast. 
Put a pint of milk into a double boiler; 
rub 3 tablespoonfuls of butter and a table­ 
spoonful of flour to a cream; add to the 
scalded milk, and stir until it thickens. 
Season with salt. Toast G slices of bread 
a light brown, slightly butter each slice 
and dip it, whilo it is hot, into the 
scalded milk. Lay them in the dish, and 
over each slice put a large spoonful of 
the milk, pour over it tho remainder of 
the milk, and serve at once.

Take 4 or 5 pounds of the round of 
beef and put it into water enough to cov­ 
er it. When the water has been thor­ 
oughly skimmed, add 2 turnips, 2 car­ 
rots and 2 onions chopped small, half a 
dozen cloves and salt and pepper to 
taste. Cover close and boil very gently 
four or five hours. A short time before 
dinner add a teaspoonful of sweet mar­ 
joram , half a cup of tomato catchup and 
a tablespoonful of flour wet smooth in 
cold water.
